This Original, I confefs, is not much to the 
Honour of Satyr; but here it was Nature, andi 
that deprav'd: When it became an Art, it bote 
better Fruit.

When they began to be ſomewhat better bred, 
and were entring, as I may ſay; into the firſt Ru- 
diments of Civil Converſation, they left theſe 
Hedge -Notes, for another Sort of Poem, ſome- 
what poliſh'd,. which was alſo full of pleaſant 
Raillery, but without any Mixture of Obſcenity. 
This Sort of Poetry appear'd under the Name of 
Satyr, becauſe of its:Variety : And this Satyr was 
adorn'd with Compoſitions of Muſick, and with 
Dances; but laſcivious Poſtures were baniſh'd from 
it. In the Taſcan Language, ſays Livy, the word 
ifler fignifies a Player: And therefore thoſe 
Actors, which were firſt brought from Etruria to 
Rome, on occaſion of a Peſtilence; when the Ro- 
mans were admoniſh'd. to avert the Anger of the 
Gods by Plays, in the Year ab Urbe Condita

calPd Hiſtriene:: And that Name has ſince re- 
main'd, aot only to Actors Roman born, but to 
all others of every Nation. They play'd not the 
former extempore Stuff of Feſcennine Verſes, or 
Clowniſh Jeſts; but what they acted was a kind 
of civil cleanly Farce, with Muſick and Dances, 
and Motions: that were proper to the Subject. 
In this Condition Livias Andronicus found the 
Stage, when he attempted firſt, inſtead of Farces, 
to lupply it with a nobler Entertainment of Fra- 
gedies and Comedies. This Man was a Gian

CCCXC: Thoſe Actors, I ſay, were therefore

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and brought to Rame, had the Education of hö 
Patron's Children committed to him. Which Traf 
be diſcharg'd, ſa much to the Satisfaction of his 
Maſter, that he gave him his Liberty. _ + + 
Andronicus tbus become a Freeman of Rome 
added to his own Name that of Livius his Maſter; 
and, as I obſerv'd, was the firſt Author of a reg 
lar Play in that Common-wealth. Being already 
inſtructed, in his Native-Country, in the Mannen 
and Decencies of the Atbenian Theater, and con 
verfant in the Arebæa Commata, or old Comedy d 
Ariſtopbaner, and the reſt of the Grecian Poets, 
he took from that Model his own Deſigning 0 
Plays for the Roman Stage. The firſt of whi 
was repreſented in the Year CCCCCAIV. fine 
the Building of Rome, as Tally, from the Com 
mentaries of Atticus, has aſfur'd us; it was afte 
the end of the firſt Paxzic War, the Year befor 
Eins was born. Dacier has not carry'd tht 
Matter altogether thus far; he only ſays, that ons 
Livia, Andronicus was the firſt Stage-Poet at Rome! 
But I will adventure on this Hint, to advance ane 
ther Propofition, which 1 hope the Learned wi 
approve. And tho' we have not any thing d 
Andronicus remaining to juſtify my ConjeQure, yi 
tis exceeding probable, that having read the Woti 
of thoſe Erecian Wits, his Country-men, he im 
tated not only the Ground-work, but alſo ti 
Manner of their Writing. And how grave ſoen 
bis T ragedies might be, yet in his Comedies hed 
pteſs'd the Way of Ar:ftophanes, Enpolis, and th 
reſt, which was to call fome Perſons by the 
own Names, and to expoſe their Defects to ti 
Laughter of the People. The Examples of whit 
we have in the fore-mention'd Ariſtophaues, wil 
turned the Wiſe Socrates into Ridicule; and is Al 
very free with the Management of C/eow, a

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ades, and other Minifters of the Athenian Govern- 
ment. Now if this he granted, we may eaſily ſup- 
poſe, that the firft Hint of Satyrical Plays on the 
Roman Stage, was given by the Greeks. Not from: 
the Satyrica, for that has been teaſonably evploded 
in the former part of this Diſcourſe: But from 
their old Comedy, which was imitated firſt by Li- 
vins Andronicus. And then Quintilias and Horace 
muſt be cautiouſly interpreted, where they affirm, 
that Satyr'is wholly Roman; and aSort of Verſe, 
which was not toact'd on by the-Grectazs, | The 
Reconeilement of my Opinion to the Standard of 
their Judgment, is not, however, very difficult, 
ſince they ſpake of Satyr, not as in iti firſt Elements, 
but as it was form'd into a ſeparate Work; begun 
by Eunius, pur ſu'd by Læcilius, and compleated af 
ter warde by Horace. The Proof depends only an 
this Peſtulatum, that the Comedies. of Audronicut, 


mitations of their Railteries, and Reflections on 
particular Perſons. For if this be granted me, 
which is a moſt probable Suppolition, *tis eaſy to 
infer, that the firſt Light which was given to the 
Roman Theatrical Satyr, was from the Plays of

The People, ſays he, ran in Crowds to theſe 
new Entertainments of Azarozicas, as to Pieces 
which were more noble in their Kind, and more 
perfect than their former Satyrs, which for ſome 
time they negle&ed and abandon'd. But not lon 
after, they took them up again, and then they join 
them to their Comedies: Playing them at the End 
of every Drama; as the French continue at this 
Day to act their Farces; in the nature of a ſepa- 
rate Entertainment from their Fragedies.

more particularly they were joinꝰd to the Aztellave 
Fables, ſays Caſaubon; which were Plays invented 
by the Oſci. Thoſe Fables, ſays Valerias Maxi. 
mut, out of Liry, were temper d with the Italia 
Severity, and free from any Note of Infamy or 
Obſceneneſs;and as an old Commentator on Juve. 
nal affirms, the Eæodiarii, which were Singers and 
Dancers, enter'd to entertain the People with light 
Songs, and mimical Geſtures, that they might not 
go away oppreſs'd with Melancholy, from thoſe ſes 

rious Pieces of the Theater. So that the ancient 82. 
tyr of the Romans was in extemporary Reptoaches: 
The next was Farce, which was brought from 
Tuſcany: To that ſucceeded the Plays of Andre: 
vicus, from the old Comedy of the . Grecian; 
And out of all theſe, ſprung two ſeveral Branche: 
of new Roman Satyr; like different Cyons from 
the ſame Root. Which I ſhall prove with as much 
Brevity as the Subjed will allo x 

A Year after Andronicus had open'd the Roma 
Stage with his new Drama's, Euuius was born; 
who, when. he was grown to Man's. Eſtate, 
having ſeriouſly conſidered the Genius of the Peo- 
ple, and how eagerly they followed the ficſt Sx 
tyrs, thought it wou'd be worth his Pains. to refine 
upon the Project, and to wrjte Satyrs, not to be 
Acted on the Theatre, but Read. He preſerv'd 
the Ground-work of their Pleaſantry, their Ve- 
nom, and their Raillery on particular Perſons, 
and general Vices: And by this means, avoiding 
the Danger of any ill Succeſs, in a Publick Re- 
preſentation, he hop'd to be as well receiv'd in the 
Cabinet, as Androarcus had been upon the Stage. 
The Event was anſwerable to his. ExpeRation. 
He made Diſcourſes in ſeveral Sorts of . Verſe, 
vary'd often in the ſame Paper; retaining till in 
the Title, their original Name of Satyr. Both in

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relation to the Subjects, and the Variety of Mat- 


ters contain'd in them, the Satyrs of Horace are 


entirely like them; only Exnizz, as I ſaid, con- 


fines not himſelf to one Sort of Verſe, as Horace 


does; but taking Example from the Greeks, and 


even from Homer himſelf, in his Margites, which 
is a kind of Satyr, as Scaliger obſerves, gives himſelf. 


the Licenſe, when one Sort of Numbers comes 
not eaſily, to run into another, as his Fancy dic- 
tates. For he makes no Difficulty to mingle 


Hexameters with lambique Trimeters; or with 


Trochaique Tetrameters; as appears by thoſe Frag- 
ments which are yet remaining of him: Horace 
has 1 worthy to de Copy'd; inſerting 
many things of his into his own Satyrs, as Virgil 
has done into his Axeid. _ ; 1 0 
Here we have Dacier making out that Eunuius 


was the firſt Satyriſt in that Way of Writing, which 


was of his Invention; that is, Satyr abſtracted from 


the Stage, and new modell'd into Papers of Verſes, 
on ſeveral Subjects. But he wilt have Euniun 
take the Ground-work of Satyr from the firſt. 
Farces of the Romans; rather than from the form- 
ed Plays of Livius Andronicns, which were copy'd 


from the Grecian Comedies. It may poſſibly be 
ſo; but Dacier knows no more of it than I do. 
And it ſeems to me the more probable Opinion, 


that he rather imitated the fine Railleries of the 


Greeks, which he ſaw in the Pieces of Audronicus, 


than the Coarſeneſs of his old Country-men, in 


their clowniſh extemporary Way of Jeering.

Poftquam deſtertuit eſſe Mendes, But this bei 
only the private Opinion of ſo. inconſiderable 4

of the Criticks, if they think it worth their Notice, 
Moft evident it is, that whether he imitated the 1 
Romas Farce, or the Gree: Comedies, he is ta be dy. 
acknowledg'd for the firſt Author of Roman Satyr, 7 
as it is properly ſo called, and diſtinguiſhed-from Wl 50 
any fort of Stage-Play.! 1 oi im 

Of Pacuvius, who ſucceeded him, there is hitle 
to be ſaid, becauſe there is fo litile remaining ef 
him: Only that he is taken to be the Nephew. of L. 
Exnias, his Siſter's Son; that in probability he wa Wl wi 
inſtructed by his Uncle, in his way of Satyr, which tin 
we are told he has copy'd; but what Advances he Bl en: 
made we know not. - 9 v1 257 m. 


Lucilius came into the World, when Pacuvi Re 
Rouriſh'd moſt ; he alſo made Satyrs after the Maw BE T 
ner of Eunius, but he gave them a more graeefai co 
Turn; and «ndeavour'd to imitate mote clofely the 
wetus Comæœdia of the Greets: Of the which the ſa 
old original Roman Satyr had no Idea, till thi BI di 
time of Livius Andronicus. And tho' Horace fees Wl cx 
to have made Lucilius the firſt Author of Satyr in D 
Verſe amonglt the Komans, in theſe Words, Q Ml th 
cum eſt Lucilius auſus Primus in bunc operis ren: . 
poxere carmina morem : He is only thus to be un: th 
der ſtood, that Lacilius had given a more graceful he 
Turn to the Satyr of Eunius and Pacuvius; not that ci. 
he invented a new datyr of his own : And Quinti - T 
lian ſeems to explain this Paſſage of Horace in theſe Bll w 
Words: Satira quidem tota noſtra eſt, in qua pri MI 1: 
mus inſignem laudem adeptus eſt Lucilius. fe 
Thus, both Horace and Quintilian give a kind of fr 
Primacy of Honour to L=cilizs, amongſt the La! n 
ft 


tin Satyriſts. For as the Roman Language grew

more refin'd, ſo much more capable it was of re · 
ceiving the Grecian Beauties m his Time: Horace 
and Quintilian conld mean no more, than that La- 
cilius writ better than Eunius and Parzvias: And 
on the fame account we prefer Horare to Lati- 
lizs: Both of them itnitated the old Greek Come- 
dy; and fo did Euniut and Paruvius before them. 
7 he Poliſhing of the Latin Tongue, in the Succeſs 
fion of Times, made the only Difference. And 
Horace himſelf,” in two of his Satyrs, written pur- 
poſely on this Subject, thinks the Romans of his 
Age were too partial in their Commendations of 
Lncilias; who writ not only loofely, and muddily, 
with little Art, and much leſs Care, bur alſo in a 
time when the Latin Tongue was not yet ſuffici- 
ently purg'd from the Dregs of Barbariſm; and 
many fignificant and founding Words, which the 
Romans wanted, were not admitted even in the 
Times of Laecretias and Cicero; of which both 
Cs ca. 892 3 

But to proceed, rer ſulfly taxes Caſaubou 
ſaying, that the Satyrs of abt Were wholly 
different in Specre, from thoſe of Enxi%s and Pa- 
cuvius. Caſtonbor was led into that Miſtake by 
Diomedes the Grammarian, who in effeQ ſays. 
this: Satyr among the Rozzars, but not among the 
Greeks, was a biting invective Poem, made after 
the Model of the ancient Comedy; for the Repre- 
henſion of Vices: Such as were the Poems of Lu- 
ciliut, of Horace, and of Per/izs. But in former 
Times, the Name of Satyr was given to Poems, 
which were compos'd of fcveral Sorts of Verſes; 
ſuch as were made by Ernizs and Pacauvins; more 
fully expreſſing the Etymology of the Word Satyr, 
from Satura, which we have obſerv'd. Here "tis 
manifeſt, that Diomedes makes a Specifical Di- 
ſtinQion betwixt the Satyrs of Exzins and —_— 2

But this, as we ſay, in Exgliſb, is 
only a Diſtin ion without a Difference; for; the 
Reaſon of it is ridiculous, and abſolutely falſe. 
This was. that which cozen'd honeſt Caſaulon, who 
relying on Driemedes, had nat ſufficiently examin'd 
the Origin and Nature of thoſe two Satyrs; which 
were entirely the ſame, both in the Matter and the 
Form. For. all that Lacilius perform'd beyond | 
his Predeceſſors, Eunius and Pacavins, was Only 
the adding, of more Potiteneſs, and more Salt; 
without any Change in the Subſtance of the Poem: 
And tho? Lucilius put not together in the ſame 


Satyr ſeveral Sorts of Verſes, as Eunius did; jet 


he compos'd ſeveral Satyrs, of ſeveral Sorts of 
Verſes; and mingl'd them with Greek Verſes; 
One Poem conſiſted only of Hexameters; and ano: 
ther was entirely of Jambiques; a third of Trochs: 
3qnes; as is viſible by the Fragments yet remaining 
of his Works. In ſhort, if the Satyrs of Lacilins 
are therefore ſaid to be wholly different from thoſe 
of Exnyius, becauſe he added much more of Beauty 
and Poliſhing to his own Poems, than are to be 
found in theſe before him; it will follow from 
hence, that the Satyrs of Horace are wholly diffe- 
rent from thoſe of Lucilins, becauſe Horace has 
nat elo furpal.'d Lacilius in the Elegancy of his 
Writing, than Lucilius ſurpals'd Eunius in the Turn 
and Ornament of his. This Paſlage of Diomedel 
has alſo drawn Oouſa, the Son, into the ſame Er- 
ror of Caſauboz, Wiich | ſay not'to expoſe the lit- 
tle Fulings ot thuſe judicious Men, but 'only to 
make it appear, with how much Diffidence and 
Caution we are to read heir Works; when they 
treat a Subj. et of lo much Obſcurity, and ſo very 
i i of Say...

This is what L have to ſay in general of Satyr; 
Only as Dacier has obſerv'd before me, we may 
take notice, That the Word Satyr is of a more 
general Signification in Latin, than in Frexch, or 
zgliſh. For amongſt the Romans it was not only 
u»>'d for thoſe Diſcourſes which decry'd Vice, ot 
expos'd Folly ; buggfor others alſo, where Virtue 
was recommended But in our modern Languages 
we apply it only to the invective Poems, where 
the very Name of Satyr is formidable to thoſe 
Perſons, who wou'd appear to the World, what 
they are not in themſelves. For in Exgl:/þ, to fay 
Satyr, is to mean Reflection, as we uſe that Word 
in the worſt Senſe; or as the French call it, mote 
properly, Mediſance. In the Criticiſm of Spelling, 
it ought to be with i, and not with y; to diſtinguiſh 
its true Derivation from Satura, not from Satyrus 
And if this be fo, then tis falſe ſpelPd through. 
out this Book; for here *tis written Satyr. Which 
having not conſider'd at the firſt, I thought it not 
worth correcting afterwards. But the French are 
more nice, and never ſpell it any other. way than 
Satire.

and Fayourers : Every Commentator, as he has

room for his own Darling. Sych is the Partiality 


of Mankind, to ſet-up that Intereſt which they 
have once eſpous'd, tho? it be to the Prejudice f 


Truth, Morality, and common Juftice : And eſpe- 
cially in the Productions of the Brain. As Authors 


generally think themſelves the beſt Poets, becauſe 


they cannot 825 out of themſelves to judge lincere- 
Jy of their Betters ; ſo it is with, Criticks who, 
having firſt taken a Liking to one of theſe Poets, 
proceed to Comment on him, and to Illuſftrate 
him: After which, they fall in Love with. theis 
own Labours, to that degree, of blind Fondneſs, 
that at length they defend and exalt their Author, 


not ſo much for his Sake as for their own. Tis a 


Folly of the ſame Nature, with that of the Ro- 
mans themſelves, in their Games of the Circus; the 
Spectators were divided in their Factions, betwixt 
the Veneti and the Praſini: Some were for the 
Charioteer in Blue, and ſome for him in Green. 
The Colours themſelves were but a Fancy; but 
when once a Man had taken Pains to ſet out thoſe 
of his Party, and had been at the trouble of procu- 


ring Voices for them, the Caſe was alter'd: He 
was concern'd for his own Labour; and that ſo 


earneſtly, that Diſputes and Quarrels, Animoſities, 


Commotions, and Bloodſhed, often .happen'd 


And in the Declenſion of the Grecian Empire, 
the very Sovercigns themſelves engag'd in it, even 
when the Barbarians were at their Doors; an

It had been much fairer, if the modern Criticks, 
who have embark'd in the Quarrels of their Favo- 
rite Authors, had rather given to each his proper 
Due ; without taking from another's Heap, to raiſe 
their own. There is Praiſe enough for each of 
them in particular, without encroaching on his 
Fellows, and detraQing from them, or enriching 
themſelves with the Spoils of others. But to come 
to Patticulars: Ileinſius and Dacier arc the molt 
principal of thoſe, who raiſe Horace, above Ju- 
venal and Perſins. Scaliger the Father, Ripalzrus, 
and many others, debaſe Horace, that they may fet 
up Juvenal: And Caſaubon, who is almoſt ſingle, 
throws Dirt on Javenal and Horace, that he may ne 
exalt Perſius, whom he underſtood particularly hi: 
well, and better than any of the former Commenta- St 
tors; even Stelluti, who ſucceeded him. I will th; 
degin with him, who, in my Opinion, defend de

Coadjutor of Perfizs, That, as for Juvenal, he 
was long a Dechaimer, came late to Poetry, and 
has not been mueh converſant in Phitafophy. >» 
'Tis granted that the Father of Horace was Li- 
Bertiurs, that is, ane Degree remov'd from his 
Grandfather, who had been once a Slave: But 
Horace, ſpeaking of him, gives him the beſt Cha- 
rater of a Father, which I ever read in Hiſtory; 
and I wiſh a witty. Friend of mine now living bad 
ſach another. He bred him in the beſt School, 
and with the belt Company of yaung Noblemen. 
And Horace by his Gratitude to his Memory, gives 
a certain Teſtimony that his Education was inge- 
nuous. After this, he form'd himfelf abroad, by 


him at Athens, and was ſo pleas d with him, that 
he took him thence into the Army, and made him 
Tribunns Militum, a Colonel in a Legion, which 
was the Preferment of an Old Soldier. All this 
was before his Acquaintance with: Mecexas, and 
his Introduction into the Court of Auguſtus, and 
the Familiarity of that Great Emperar ; which, had 
he not been well-bred before, had been' enough to 
civilize his Converſation, and render bim accom- 
plim'd and knowing in all the Arts of Complacen- 
cy and good Behaviour; and, in ſhort, an agreeable 
Companion for the retir'd Hours and Privacies of 
Favourite, who was Firſt Miniſter. So that, up-

the Converſation of Great Men. Bratat found N 
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von the whole matter, Perſius may be acknowledg 
to be equal with him, in thoſe Reſpects, tho! but 
ter born, and F#vexal inferior to both. If the Ad 
vantage be any where, tis on the Side of Horace; 

as much as the Court of Haguſtus Ceſar was i 
perior to that of Nero. As for the Subjects which

ord, that former ſort of Satyr, which is known

* hat we cannot reſtore to them. There are only

wo Reaſons, for which we may be permitted to 
7rite Lampoons; and Iwill not promiſe that they 
an always juſtify us: the firſt is Revenge, when 
ee have been affronted in the fame nature, or have 
ag een any ways notoriouſly abus'd, and can make 
Fuß or ſelves no other Reparation. And yet we 
ei now, that, in Chtiſtian Charity, all Offences are 
ono be forgiven, as we expect the like Pardpn for 
hoſe which we daily commit againſt Almighty 
v3 OD. And this Confideration has often made 
kerne tremble when I was ſaying our Saviout's Pray- 
e r; for the plain Condition of the Forgiveneſs 
Which we beg, is the pardoning of others the Of- 


Reaſon I have many times avoided the Commiiſſi- 
dn of that Fault, even when I have been notori- 
ody provok'd. Let not this, my Lord, paſs for 
hig Vanity in me; for 'tis Truth. More Libels have 
ag deen written againſt me, than almoſt any Man 
raeenow living : And I had Reaſon on my ſide, to have

The firſt Rais tl 
ſon was only an Excuſe for Revenge; but this Mons 
cCond is abſolutely of a Poet's Office to perform: Mon 
how few Lampooners are there now living, w Jud 
ate capable of this Duty ! When they come in ml] ar 
way, tis impoſſible ſometimes to avoid read] o. 
| them. But, good God! how remote they are 1 mor 
common Juſtice, from the Choice of ſuch Perſoſ said 
as are the proper Subject of Satyr! And how littk The 
Wit they bring, for the ſupport of their Injuſlicoth:« 
The weaker Sex is their moſt ordinary Theme; ſn: 
the beſt and faireſt are ſure to be the moſt ed undi 


— 
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handled. Amongſt Men, thoſe who are proſpe- 
rouſly unjuſt, are intitled to Panegyrick ; But af- 
fied Virtue is inſolently ſtabb'd with all manner 
of Reproaches; no Decency is contider'd, no Ful- 
ſomeneſs omitted; no Venom is wanting, as far 
as Dulneſs can ſupply it: For there is a perpetual 
Dearth of Wit; a Barrenneſs of good Senle and 
Entertainment. The ＋ of the Readers, will 
ſoon put an end to this ſort of Scribling. There 
can be no Pleaſantry where there is no Wit: No 
Impreſſion can be made, where there is no Truth 
for the Foundation. To conclude, they are like 
the Fruits of the Earth in this unnatural Seaſon :

InſtruQions, makes them to fewer People, and ci 
fewer Occaſions, than the other. 1 may be par 
don'd for uſing an old Saying, ſince *tis true, and 
to the purpoſe, Bonum quo communius, eo melini 
Fauvexeal, excepting only his firſt Satyr, is in all 
the reſt confin'd, to the expoſing of ſome particulu 
Vice; that he Faſhes, and there he ſticks. His Sen 
tences are truly ſhining and inſtructive : But they 
are ſprinkl'd here and there. Horace is teaching u 
in every Line, and is perpetually Moral; he hat 
found out the Skill of Virgil, to hide his Sentens 
ces: To give you the Virtue of them, withoul 
- ſhewing them in their fall Extent : Which is. the 
Oltentation of a Poet, and not his Art: And thi 
Petronius charges on the Authors of his Time # 
a Vice of Writing, which was then growing ons 

Age. Ne Sententie extra Corpus Orationis —_ 
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ant: He wou'd have them weav'd into the Bod 
Wof the Work, and not appear emboſs'd upon it, 
and ſtriking directiy on the Reader's View. Folly 
was the proper Quarry of Horace, and not Vice: 

And, as there are but few notoriouſly wicked 

Men, in Compariſon with a Shoal of Fools and 
Fops; ſo *ris a harder — fue make a Man wiſe, 
than to make him honeſt: For the Will is only to 
be reclaim'd in the one; but the Underſtanding is 
to be inform'd in the other.

formerly: For it had been made by the Decemwvrrs, 
and was inſcrib'd amongſt the reſt in the Twelve 
Tables; to prevent the Aſperſion of the Roman 
Majeſty, either of the People themſelves, or their” 
Religion, or their Magiſtrates :. and the Infringe-- 
ment of it rh ; that. is, the Offender was 
whipt to Death, with the Faſces, which were born- - 
before their chief Officers of Rome. But. Auguſtus: 
was the firſt, who reſtor'd that intermitted Law; 
By the Words, Under Colour of that Law; he in- 
ſinuates that Aaguſtus caus'd it to be executed, on 
pretence of thole Libels, which. were written by 
Caſſius Severus, againſt the Nobility : But, intruth, 
to ſave himſelf from ſuch defamatory Verſes. Sue 
tonius likewiſe makes mention of it thus: Sparſos 
de fe in Curid famoſos libellos, nec epavit, & mag - 
nd curd redarguit. Ac ne requifitis quidem Aucto- 
ribus, id modo cenſuit,. cognoſcendum poſt bac, de 
:15 qui libellos aut carmina ad infamiam cujuſpiam ſub 
alieno nomine edant. Auguſius was not afraid of Li- 
bels, ſays that Author: Vet he took all care ima

Ergo ſpetit 
legis tractavit, quaſi Populi Romani Majeſtas ina 
maretur. This, I think, is a ſufficient Comment 
on that Paſſage of Tacitus; 1 will add only by the 
way, that the whole Family of the Cæſars, and all 
their Relations, were included in the Law ; becauſe 
the Majeſty of the Romans in the time of the Em- 
pire was wholly in that Houſe: Omnia Cæſar ers: 
They were all accounted ſacred who belong'd to 
him. As for Caſſius Severus, he was contempora- 
ry with Horace; and was the fame Poet againſt 
whom he writes in his Epodes, under this Title, In 
Caſſium Severum Maledicum Poetam; Perhaps in- 
tending to kill two Crows, according to our Pro- 
verb, with one Stone; and revenge both himſelf / 
and his Emperor together. EE 

From hence I may reaſonably conclude, That 
Anguſtus, who was not altogether fo good as he 
was wiſe, had fome By-reſpeQ in the enacting of 
this Law: For to do any thing for nothing, was: 
not his Maxim. Horace, as he was a Courtier, 
comply'd with the Intereft of his Maſter; and a- 

voiding the laſhing of greater Crimes, confin'd him- 
ſelf to the ridiculing of petty Vices and common | 
Follies; excepting only ſome reſerv'd Cafes, in 
his Odes and Epodes, of his own particular Quar-

ho? 1 fay not that he ſhould; for prior læſit, is a 
o0d Excuſe in the Civil Law; if Chriſtian ity had 
not taught us to forgive.

Thus I have treated in a new Method, the 
ompariſon betwixt Horace, Juvenal, and Per- 
145 ; ſomewhat of their particular Manner belong- 
ing to all of them is yet remaining to be conſide- 
red. Perſius was Grave, and particularly oppoſed 
is Gravity to Lewdneſs, which was the predomi- 
ant Vice in Nero's Court, at the time when he 
Wpubliſh'd his Satyrs, which was before that Em- 
peror fell into the Exceſs of Cruelty. Horace wes 
a mild Admonither, a Court-Satyriſt, fit for the

If, on the other fide, any one ſuppoſe I have 
commended Horace below his Merit, when I have 
allow'd him but the Second Place, I deſire him 
to conſider, if Favenal, a Man of excellent Natu- 
ral Endowments, beſides the Advantages of Dili- 
gence and Study, and coming after him, and build- 
ing upon his Foundations, might not probably, 
with all theſe Helps, ſurpaſs. him? And whether it 
be any Diſhonour to Horace to be thus ſurpaſſed; 
ſince no Art, or Science, is at once begun and 
perfected, but that it muſt paſs firſt through many. 
Hands, and even through ſeveral Ages? If Luci- 
lias cou'd add to Exuius, and Horace to Lucilins, 
why, without any Diminution to the Fame of Ho- 
race, might not Juvenal give the laſt Perfection to 
that Work? Or rather, what Diſreputation is it 
to Horace, that Juvenal excels in the Tragical Sa- 
tyr, as Horace does in the Comical ?
